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INTRODUCTION. 


The  following  synopsis  of  the  Course  of  Study  includes 
all  modifications  since  the  last  published  Course,  together 
with  some  rearrangements  of  the  work.  The  order  of  work 
is  indicated  by  the  synopsis.  The  method  of  presentation  and 
treatment  given  in  the  Course  of  Study  of  1911  must  be 
followed,  except  as  herein  modified.  A  sufficient  number  of 
copies  of  the  Course  for  the  guidance  of  teachers  will  be 
found  in  every  school.  The  teacher  should  be  familiar  with 
the  introduction  to  every  subject  taught  in  her  grade  and 
with  the  special  methods  indicated  in  her  grade. 

This  is  a  minimum  Course  of  Study  and  does  not  pre- 
clude any  teacher  from  doing  more  work,  suitable  to  her 
own  grade  (see  "Honorary  Promotion"),  if  her  class  shows 
the  ability.  Such  additional  work,  however,  must  not  be 
in  lieu  of  anything  herein  required. 

Principals  are  required  to  enforce  this  Course  of  Study 
in  their  respecti^'e  schools  and  teachers  are  to  follozc  it.

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COURSE  FOR  DRAWING. 


GRADE  I. 

Object  Drawing. — Objects  to  be  selected  from  plant  life 
and  to  include  flowers,  fruits  and  vegetables ;  or  from  still 
life  and  include  utensils,  children's  toys  and  simple  bric-a-brac. 

Spontaneous  drawing  as  a  means  of  expression. 

All  of  the  work  in  drawing  in  the  first  grade  is  to  be 
exclusively  by  the  class  teacher  under  the  supervision  of  the 
principal. 

GRADE  II. 

Object  Drawing. — The  same  as  Grade  I. 

Design. — Borders  of  single  line  arrangements  derived 
from  stick  laying  and  applied  to  the  decoration  of  ceremonial 
cards,  such  as  Christmas  and  Easter  cards. 

GRADE  III. 

Object  Drawing. — The  same  as  Grades  I  and  II — a- 
more  advanced  type  of  work. 

Design. — Borders  and  all-over  patterns,  using  simple 
groups  of  lines  as  a  repeat  and  applied  to  the  decoration  of 
ceremonial  cards. 

GRADE  IV. 

Object  Draw^ing. — Seeing  exercises,  sketching  the  drape 
and  flag.  Plant  drawing,  studying  twigs,  single  leaves  and 
simple  sprays  in  lead  pencil  outline,  in  color  and  ink. 

Design. — Patterns  for  stripes  and  plaids,  involving  color 
principles  derived  from  the  solar  spectrum.  All-over  patterns 
using  simple  spots  derived  from  flowers. 

GRADE  V. 

Object  Drawing. — Seeing  exercises,  sketching  the  waste 
basket,  bucket,  drape  and  flag.  Fruits,  vegetables,  flowers 
and  twigs  in  color  and  light  and  shade. 

Design. — A  tile  design  of  straight  lines  in  color.  All- 
over  pattern  and  border  using  the  tile  motive  as  a  repeat  and 
applied  to  the  decoration  of  a  simple  book  cover. 

GRADE  VI. 

Object  Drawing. — Still  life  objects  in  color,  limited  to 
single  cylindrical  objects,  such  as  jars,  jugs,  vases,  teapots, 
bowls,  lanterns,  etc. 

Design. — A  circular  symmetrical  pattern,  applying  prin- 
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ciples  of  radial  symmetry,  to  be  applied  to  the  decoration  of 
some  common  object,  such  as  a  candle  shade,  a  portfolio  or 
a  pillow. 

^Iechaxical  Drawing. — The  pupils  shall  be  taught  to 
recognize  and  draw  various  kinds  of  lines,  such  as  vertical, 
horizontal  and  oblique,  lines  parallel  and  perpendicular,  and 
various  kinds  of  angles,  such  as  right,  acute  and  obtuse 
angles. 

Measuring  edges  of  objects  in  class-room.  Estimating 
length  of  such  edges :  also  of  distances. 

GRADE  VII. 

Object  Drawing. — Still  life  objects  in  color,  limited  to 
single  angular  objects,  such  as  boxes  and  books. 

Design. — Surface  patterns  in  black  and  white,  and  in 
color,  using  a  spot  derived  from  flowers  as  a  repeat.  The 
pattern  to  be  used  in  decorative  scheme  of  a  room,  or  applied 
to  ornament  some  common  object. 

^Mechanical  Drawing. — Drawing  to  scale  lines  of  dif- 
ferent lengths,  surfaces  of  different  dimensions.  Drawing  to 
scale  the  plan  of  school-room.  Learning  to  recognize  the 
principle  polygons,  such  as  the  rectangle,  triano^le.  hexagon, 
octagon.  Learning  circle,  circumference,  arc.  chord,  diame- 
ter, radius,  circles  concentric,  circles  tangent.  Lettering — 
learning  the  }i  inch  capitals.  C  Eighty  minutes  only  per  week 
shall  be  devoted  to  the  above  work  in  drawing. )

Object  Dra\\'ing. — Still  life  objects  in  color,  consisting 
of  groups  including  both  cvlindrical  and  angular  objects.

In  using  the  Murche  Science  Readers,  the  teacher  must 
be  careful  of  her  method  of  presentation  of  the  subject,  or 
else  the  main  purpose  of  the  book  will  be  lost. 

Regard  the  Reader  as  the  teacher's  Manual,  setting 
forth  what  is  to  be  taught  and  the  method  of  development. 
Study  the  lesson,  g-et  the  point  of  view,  make  it  yours — and 
then  forget  the  book. 

Encourage  your  pupils  to  provide  all  materials  and  pre- 
pare all  specimens  they  may  be  able  to  procure  in  their 
environment.  The  teacher  should  provide  only  what  the 
class  cannot.  Good  pictures  are  the  best  substitute  for  what 
cannot  be  brought  into  the  room.  Teach  things,  not  hooks. 
Let  the  pupils  see,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  handle  specimens. 
Aim  to  arouse  interest  and  encourage  investigation  and  ob- 
servation. Through  intelligent  questioning,  lead  the  discus- 
sions. Keep  always  in  mind  that  the  object  of  this  work  is 
to  develop  the  power  and  love  of  observation,  as  a  basis  for 
future  knowledge,  rather  than  the  storing  of  the  mind  with 
facts,  taught  as  such,  concerning  nature. 

Avoid  lecturing. 

The  greatest  success  is  often  attained,  not  by  those 
teachers  who  have  the  greatest  knowledge  of  the  subject,  but 
by  those  who  become  ''learners  with  their  pupils."  Few  are 
possessors  of  "the  cunning-warded  keys."

Instructions. — From  the  A-Sixth  Grade  on,  the  selec- 
tion marked  ''required"  is  to  be  studied  carefully.  No  more 
than  ten  weeks'  time,  however,  shall  be  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  required  Classic.  In  the  remaining  time,  read  two  or 
three  other  selections  from  the  list  given  for  each  grade. 
In  most  cases  these  works  may  be  had  in  cheap  editions ; 
but,  wherever  they  cannot  so  be  secured,  they  may  be  had 
at  the  public  library.  Teach  the  children  to  read  as  widely 
as  possible,  and  with  understanding.  Develop  in  them  the 
library  habit.
